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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the response filed on 1 6 September 2005, which has 
been entered in the file. 

2. The indicated allowability of claims 1 6-1 9 is withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered reference(s) to Fischbacher (US 6,622,910). Rejections based on the newly 
cited reference(s) follow. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 1 9 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

Re claim 1 9, line 2: Please substitute "it" with -the production line for plastic 
cards--. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the 
steps. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted steps are: "for eliminating scrap". The 
Examiner will interpret the claim with omitted steps such as the scrap station for 
eliminating a scrap. 

Appropriate clarification is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

7. Claims 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Fischbacher (US 6,622,91 0)(hereinafter referred to as 'Fischbacher'). 

Fischbacher teaches a method for producing personalization chip cards 
comprising a punching device (6) serving as cutting station for pouching out (22) the 
personalized module (2) and an implanting apparatus (13) for inserting the personalized 
module into the personalized card body (24), and testing (25) the personalized card 
body having personalized module therein by comparing data stored in the chip and 
personal data applied to the card body at the checking apparatus (15) and eliminating 
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faulty cards (16) wherein such eliminating faulty cards serves as scraping of card (see 
figs. 1-2; col. 3, line 36- col. 4, line 62). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

9. Claims 18 and 19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

1 0. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Morgavi (US 6,827,264) discloses a system and method for personalization of 

portable objects such as smart cards comprising personalization station having 
electrical personalization heads for reading/writing data from/to the smart cards, 

Vuong et al. (US 6,688,519) discloses a card printer and encoder system for 
manufacturing the card having printed and encoded information therein, 

Bonneau, Jr. et al. (US 6,394,346) discloses a system for analyzing and cull- 
pouts defective contactless smart card. 

Fischbacher (US6.622.910) discloses a method for producing personalized chip 

cards. 

However, Morgavi, Vuong et al., and Bonneau, Jr. et al. and Fischbacher taken 
alone or in combination with other references fails to particularly teach or fairly suggest 
that the high production rate machine for personalization of the integrated circuit 
modules fitted on a film comprises a rotating personalization wheel against which the 
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film ribbon is in contact wherein the portion of the rotating personalization wheel is 
established a communication with the integrated circuit, and positioning and driving 
means for rotating the personalization wheel synchronously with the film ribbon, and 
cutting station for cutting out module containing integrated circuits and routing station for 
inserting the modules in plastic cards with module insertion recess, and the process for 
manufacturing cards containing an integrated circuit module comprises personalizing 
step by etching, embossing, or printing personalization information on the plastic 
corresponding to the personalization information stored in the integrated circuit and 
identifying steps for identifying the determined personalization information and 
determining steps for determining personalization to be made on the plastic as a 
function of progress of the module containing the integrated circuit so that the integrated 
circuit is inserted in the plastic containing the corresponding personalization as set forth 
in the claims.
